Taka  for  lllua'.ration  tha  following  dea 
crlptioo  of  a  portion  of  the  city  of  Salem, 
from  this  yaar'a  report  ol  Ida  UuaaachuMtta 
Stale  board  of  Health.  Speaking  ot  the 
location  of  a  eery  l.irga  number  or  cuectof 
typhoid  Cuvar,  the  rvp<*«  abrlCIIV  TtT the 
loot  ol  Piugrtcetroct  i»  a  aluggUh  body 
of  water,  foaled  by  refuse  of  all  dotcrlp- 
tloui,  which  laiula  the  air  of  the  neighbor- 
hood  with  ill  upprumive  exhalations. 
Near  tliia  water,  on  low  In  ml  are  ten* 
rnenla  wli"W  occupants  uie  little  precau¬ 
tion  to  protect  theniielrea  from  the  iteucb 
of  slop*  and  g’irbtgu  thrown  on  (lie  aur 
face  of  tbu  ground,  or  ironi  aballuw  aud 
urglrcted  privica.  At  high  tide  the  wetere 
find  their  way  along  the  drain  Into  the 
collar^  of  Ibc  bouae*.  It  eurely  1*  not 
•(range  that  in  thia  neighborhood,  during 
the  pact  year,  occurred  nineteen  caw*  ol 
typhoid  fever. 

Again  there  ie  a  eluggiah  basin  of  wete 
lying  at  the  north  of  Howard  street  ccoie 
tery  and  tha  jail  (Ot  proximity).  It  cover* 
tlirda  or  more  acroa  ot  date.  Into  it  flow* 
tha  drainage  from  St.  Peter'*  street,  Ho¬ 
ward  atraot,  Oliver  street,  Nortbey  street, 
•Iso  tha  drainage  trom  tha  gas  works.  Iu 
the  two  houses  immediately  bordering  the 
water  there  have  been  four  case'  ol  typhoid 
fever  this  seanoti.  Half  way  up  the  court 
have  occurred  two  more,  end  sot  far  from 
the  head  of  ihccouit  three  other*,  making 
ten  case*  in  the  neighborhood  this  au 
tumn.”  In  the  immediate  vicinity  there 
have  bean  twenty  one  case*  of  typhoid 
lover  in  all.  The  report  static  lurther 
that  all  this  it  Jut  to  dtftclin  drainage. 
and  that  bafuio  vigorous  measure*  can  be 
adopted  to  itnproye  the  sanitary  condi¬ 
tion  of  the  city,  the  aulhoritica  must  ap 
predate  the  dangers  which  are  iuuuim  nt. 

“  TKit  neither  they  nor  tho  people  teem  to 
d*..  The  nuisance  remains  the  same,  al¬ 
though  public  alteation  has  been  repeated¬ 
ly  called  to  it."  All  this  refers  to  a  local-  _ 
ity  in  one  of  the  oldest,  uio»t  refined,  and  | 
wealthy  citiaa  in  the  intelligent  State  of 
M  iseachuaetU,  of  which  Boston,  the  in¬ 
tellectual  centre  of  the  United  State*  is 
the  capital,  and  yet  not  even  the  barbir* 
ism  of  Central  Africa  could  exceed  this 
scene  of  human  degradation  en  filth. 

Of  the  city  of  Lowell  in  the  same  State 
the  report  *ay>:  “Tho  system  ol  scorer* ge 
in  Lowell  has  always  been  imperfect.  Iu 

many  place*  there  arc  no  sewers  at  all,  in 
others  the  pipe*  are  of  insufficient  capac¬ 
ity  or  not  low  enough  In  poMtinn.  There 
has  always  been  great  coufusion  as  to 
their  location,  owing  to  the  imperfection 
or  absence  of  map*.  Two  year*  ago  there 
occurred  here,  capex  l  ally  «*n  Marion  and 
Cro*s  it  recta,  an  epidemic  of  typhoid  fever, 
At  that  time  and  tinea  then  the  sewage 
filled  many  of  tha  eellara.  On  Invrotig* 
tion  a  aut  of  Alth  was  found  which  filled 
the  entire  calibre  ol  the  drain-pipe  for 
soma  distance  Tliia  pipe  was  also  found 
to  lie  too  small,  and  not  low  enough  to 
ci  este  a  current. "  These  are  not  cited** 
exceptional  case*.  On  the  contrary,  there 
ia  r.-aooo  u>  suppose  that  the  aamc  state  of 
things  can  be  found  to  exist  in  almost 
every  city  end  town  in  the  country. 

The  responsibility  for  such  a  condition 
of  things  i«  not  always  due  to  ignorance; 
for  unfortunately,  while  there  are  many 
people  in  tide  world  who  know  too  little, 
there  ore  also  some  who  know  too  much. 
There  are  quack*  iu  every  profession — 
quack  doctors,  quack  lawyers,  quack  sol 
diero,  nod  quack  engineer*— men  who, 
liar  ing  been  gifted  with  an  exerss  oi  con 
ceil  and  cunning,  use  these  qualities  in 
the  abaenca  of  more  subalaniial  one*,  and 
succeed*  by  pr.'teneion  to  knowledg  ,  in 
imputing  op-ra  credulous  people.  The 
city  of  London  was  for  a  long  time  vic¬ 
timised  in  this  way.  That  city  os  wo  ail 
kn„w,  has  suffered  terribly  in  the  past  for 
want  of  *  proper  system  ot  drainage  and 
acwrrago.  The  plague  carried  off  100.000 
p-oplc,  ao*l  this  was  almost  entirely  due  to 
defective  drainage. 

A  new  commission  Icing  appointed  by 
Parliaoumt  nearly  every  year,  each  time 
juat  os  they  wen*  arriving  el  a  practical  re 
•alt,  some  prrsoa,  generally  •  number  or 
Commissioner,  would  bring  forward  a  plan 
differing  from  all  the  others.  This  would 
prevent  ilia  adoption  ot  any  plan,  and  en 
it  went  on  until  the  matter  was  placed  I 
the  hands  of  one  men,  Mr.  Basslgcttc,  who 
has  achieved  wonder*  by  simply  adoring 
*  comprehensive  plan  baaed  upon  common 
••ora  principles.  Any  attempt  to  carry 
out  a  plan  not  based  upon  tho  topography 
rouat  neceoooitly  end  in  failure. 

When  I  apeak  of  drainage,  I  do  not  In¬ 
clude  sewerage.  Drainage  and  sewerage 
entirely  distinct  and  can  a.  Idom  ha  com 
binrd.and  than  only  to  a  limited  extent 
Drainage  in  the  removal  of  the  surplus 
water  frags  the  anil.  Sewerage  ia  the  »* 
mnT»l  ol  water  introduced  by  means  of  an 
artificial  water  supply,  to  wldnh  It  added 
e*frr mentation*  and  other  refuse  matter 
which  the  force  of  the  water  convey*  inta 
the  sewers.  It  follows  that  aewera  should 
he  conduits — to  prevent  tha  escape  of 
ga«es — while  drain*  should  be  constructed 
M  *o  admit  »f  the  percolation  of  wator  Into 
♦hem  from  the  adjacent  soil. 

All  that  la  see  rosary  to  do  ia  to  make 
the  pUn  of  the  town  conform,  if  only  In  • 
general  wm,  to  tha  topohgraphy  of  the 
•wrf*e«,  Tha  atresia  and 


Harruuinfi >1  yu  all  sidy*  by 
d  i  p  nt  cl  channels,  having  u  n  tilth  fined 
*  tiui  shed,  combined  with  every  variety 
ol  surface,  varying  iu  height  trom  five  to 
150  fn  t  id*nv*  h  gh  water  m  nk.  bboard  by 
a  climate  ot  unsurpassed  salubrity,  it  has, 
OcmtbvluM,  been  ruAugod  by  choir  ra  and 
yellow  fever,  while  the  utmost  vigilance  ia 
required  to  prevrut  the  ombreuk  end 
spread  of  small  pox,  dlptlurla,  and  the 
wliok  class  of  low  fevers.  All  Hits  is  due 
in  a  very  large  digree  to  the  tact  that  in 
laying  out  the  (dun  upon  which  the  city 
ha*  been  const  tutted  the  distance  of  u 
vast*  system  ot  drainage  streams  was  ru 
tlrely  iguored.  Miles  and  miles  of  running 
stream*,  fed  by  (enumerable  perennial 
IpHngs,  permeate  the  original  t«|M>grnp|iy 
in  iqcry  direction.  Over  these  the  streets 
Imre  been  graded,  the  intervening  blocks 
blocks*  filled  np,  and  acre*  of  building* 
ended,  and  hem-nth  Iks  the  undraiued, 
saturated  soil,  giving  off  Us  damp,  chilling, 
tunlariou*  atmosphere. 

It  it  true  that  herculean  and  eminently 
aucetttlul  i  (Torts  ate  being  made  by  an 
energetic  and  wiae  Board  of  Health  tu 
remedy  all  this;  hut  think  k>r  one  moment 
olthcinak  before  them-  the  tiu-e,  labor, 
easily  donooin  the  beginning.  In  one 
small  district  eighteen  miles  ol  un¬ 
derground  drains  have  been  laid  down 
within  the  lust  three  year*,  at  an  expense 
which  -would  have  drained  the  entire  city 
in  llio  commencement.  Startling  a*  all 
this  city  ia,  every  city  and  town  in  the 
United  State*  it  following  recklessly  in 
tho  footstep*  ol  New  York,  and  in  the 
end  will  pay  the  surnc  penalties.  Menpltis, 
in  mourning  for  her  decimated  population, 
repeat*  the  and  story.
